He will attend 
classes in the traditions of the 
service, character guidance, 
and the role of the Army in 
the world today. Many of his 
instructors are combat veter- 
ans of World War II and the 
Korean conflict. 

Fort Jackson uses the U. S.

Other highlights in his in- 
tensive basic training schedule 
include squad tactics, bayonet 
drill, hand-to-hand combat, and 
a night problem against an 
“agressor” force. He will also 
craw] the rugged infiltration 
course while live machine-gun 
fire pops overhead.

Coffee Farmers To 
Participate In 
Acreage Survey 


Coffee County farmers will 
be asked to report a¢reages of 
all crops for harvest on their 
farms in the Annual Acreage 
Survey of the Department of 
Agriculture. Postmaster Robert 
Cooper announced carriers 
from his office would assist 
in making this survey by dis- 
tributing postcard report forms 
to a sample of farmers on each 
route about September 20. 

Information from the survey 
will be tabulated and reported 
by the Alabama Crop and Live- 
stock Reporting Service in 
Montgomery. The information 
will also be included in the 
Annual Crop Summary which 
will be released by the USDA 
on December 18. 

Reliable acreage estimates 
are needed to determine crop 
production. Farmers and oth- 
ers use the trend in production 
of each crop as a basis for bus- 
iness decisions. 

To assure our county of be- 
ing adequately represented in 
the survey, Postmaster Cooper 
urges EACH farmer who re- 
ceives a card to fill it out and 
place in his mail box. 


FALLS FROM WINDOWS 


Windows are for looking 
through, not going through. 
Each ‘year there are many 
deaths due to falls from win- 
dows. Four out of five of these 
deaths are on home premises. 
Persons are killed when they 
fall backward while sitting on 
the sills with their backs to 
the outdoors while washing 
windows. Leaning out a win- 
dow to hang clothes on a line 
causes frequent falls which re 
sult in death and putting in 
and removing screens cause 
falls from windows. 

Ten per cent of the deaths 
due to falls are the result of 
the simple process of opening 
or closing a window. A window 
sometimes sticks and then sud- 
denly gives way, causing a per- 
son to fall. Children climb up 
on window sills and lean a- 
gainst screens which give way. 
Even tripping over objects 
near a low window can result 
in a fall to the ground. Faint- 
ing, dizzy spells, epileptic sei- 
zures and intoxication are fac- 
tors contributing to falls from 
windows. 

There are often falls from 
windows of hospitals by men- 
tally ill or delirious patients. 
Professional window cleaners 
and janitors, in spite of their 
safety devices, fall from office 
windows. 

Falls from home windows 
are less excusable, but are 
just as fatal. Falls cause the 
greatest number of home-acci 
dent deaths. Of the approxi- 
mately 27,500 fatal home acci 
dents, falls are responsible for 
at least half. Leave by the 
door, not the window.
